On Jan. 26, 1969 a Union Oil Co. platform five miles off­ 
shore. an oil lease shared by four firms, suffered an 
underwater well blowout and nearly 230,000 gallons of 
petroleum gushed to the surface the main leak was 
capped after 11 days. 


WASHINGTON (U P I) -Price Commission Chairman 
C. Jackson Grayson Jr. went before his severest critics 
today and defended his agency's price control system as 
firm, fair and successful. 
Gravson spoke in support of the commission's policy at 
a conference called by the AFL-CIO to discuss how the 
labor federation could police prize increases. 
Director Leo Perlis of the AFL-CIO Community 
Service Division contended last week that the Price 
Commission’s policies were unworkable, putting the 
burden of the light against inflation solely on the 
shoulders of the American working man 
Grayson skipped a meeting of the commission for the 
first time since its creation last October to appear at the 
AFL-CIO conference to rebut Perlis’s view, saying his 


agency is off to a strong start 
“ We have not. do not. will not capitulate to anybody," 
Grayson asserted. “ We have a price control policy which 
is firm, equitable and working " 
“ The Price Commission is not weak Our strength and 
our teeth are on the record We are only 76 days old We 
have enormous tasks ahead, particularly in the quantity 
and quality of our public information program But we 
are in business all the wav." 
Grayson conceded that a complex formula adopted by 
the commission for determining when prices may be 
raised made it difficult for the average shopper to know 
whether any price increase he detects is a violation

Veteran Third District Supervisor Daniel G. Grant, of 
Goleta Valley, on Monday became the second supervisor 
within a year to say he wasn't running for reelection when 
his term ends this year 
Grant's formal announcement at a press conference 
wasn’t news, as it had already been leaked out the previous 
week 
Grant s two-page written statement of farewell to county 
government left many questions unanswered: 
—Is he about to get - or seeking - a state appointment 
from the Reagan administration0 Grant didn’t answer 
directly a question whether he would accept a state 
appointment, if offered, ‘i've got 11 more months as a 
supervisor.' was his only comment 
—W hlie associates said they didn't feel he would seek any 
other elective office when he retired as supervisor. Grant 
hasn't made it clear whether he will or not. His statement 
said only “ this is my final year of public service to the 
people of this county as a supervisor " Friends feel he 
won t seek elective office again, in view of health problems 
and need to devote “ more time to my family, outside 
business and personal interests.'' Business connections 
were not elaborated on 
—He gave no inclination as to whom he might support as 
a successor But reports have it he would throw support in 
the direction of John Whittemore. former county special 


district coordinator, should Whitmore announce his 
candidacy. Whittemore is now associated with a Santa 
Barbara engineering firm, and has been a close triend of 
Grant’s for years. Before he joined the engineering firm of 
Penfield & Smith. Whittemore was regarded as the highlv 
able protege of Grant's in county government 


Grant, who is winding up his third four-year term, takes 
pride in the fact — and mentions in his farewell statement 
- that he rarely has missed a board meeting and never has 
taken a vacation as such in the 11 years he has spent on the 
board. 


He said he is anticipating spending much time away from 
Santa Barbara this year as president of the County 
Supervisors Association He is hoping he will be* able to aid 
in setting up positive programs on a state wide basis “ to 
relieve some of the welfare costs and offer tax relief to the 
property owner.' 
Grant's official statement that he is not a candidate for 
reelection is expected to open the flood gates of potential

There is also the additional 
factor of amortization on non-conforming 
signs. 


In a presentation from the floor. Gene 
Wählers, city administrator, asked for a 
delay in action to give staff members time 
to arrange a presentation on signs in 
comparable sized cities 
Wählers noted 
that although 85 per cent of the businesses 
might be affected not all of them would be 
adversely affected 


Commissioner Bob Kramg opposed the 
new ordinance “ 1 can't see the necessity 
for the ordinance Most of the present 


problems are because we departed from 
provisions of the existing ordinance 
In other action the commission deferred 
consideration of a proposal to require use 
permits for service station construction 
and discussed a series of proposals for the 
city’s community goals program 
The commission will study the latter 
proposals and suggest candidate items to 
be recommended to the City Council 
As it now stand, the list covers five 
areas: Natural Resources.

Facilities and Services; Land Use, Housing

NEW YORK - i NEAi - 
Krnesta Procope, president 
oi one of the nation’s largest 
black insurance brokerage 
firms, tossed off her opinion 
rn women’s lib in one short, 
quietly spoken sentence 


"We as black people have 
a job to do with our own 
liberation first ” 


The attractive w i f e oi 
John Procope, vice-president 
and general manager of New 
York's black daily, the Am­ 
sterdam News, is doing her 
share to help her people. 


The B o w m a n Insurance* 
Company which has its only 
office on Fulton Street in the 
Bedford - Stuyvesant section 
of Brooklyn, a poverty dis­ 
aster area, has grown con­ 
siderably in the l a s t few 
years. 


Started by Krnesta s first 
husband in 1947 as a small 
neighborhood insurance com­ 
pany it has through the ef­ 
forts of his widow become 
a company that covers 8.(XK) 
employes of 532 p o v e r t y 
agencies in New York City 
It also counts a m o n g its 
clients some 
Fortune 500 
companies (such as PepsiCo, 
Krattco. General Foods» as 
well as individuals and busi­ 
nesses in Bedford-Stuyves- 
ant. 


"When the poverty pro­ 
grams started.” she said. 
they came to me for in­ 
surance. But that's business 
insurance when you have 
w orkm en's compensation 
and things l i k e that And 
that’s how I got mv feet wet 
in that end of the insurance 
field.” 


The lady hadn't planned 
on being in the insurance 
business at all She was a 
music major in college and 
had played the piano at Car­ 
negie Hall. But on the insist- 


ence of her first husband, 
her insurance business came 
about as an adjunct to his 
real estate oftice. Now she 
is expert at getting insur- 
ance for people who hereto­ 
fore had been considered too 
great a risk 


"It was impossible to place 
insurance for people in a 
poverty area.” she said "In 
one day alone I had 89 can­ 
cellations.” 


While in Governor Rocke­ 
feller’s office for the political 
appointment of a frie n d . 
Mrs Procope explained the 
plight ot her neighbors (she 
was born in Bedford-Stuy- 
vesant herself » to a N Y state 
official. One thing led to 
another, and after a series 
ol hearings, the N Y Prop­ 
erty Insurance Underwriters 
Assn. was created This is 
a pool for high-risk clients. 


The B e d f o r d-Stuyvesant 
Restoration Corp.. a private­ 
ly funded firm conceived by 
the late Senator Robert Ken­ 
nedy, is buying depressed 
buildings in the area and. 
with the skills of the neigh­ 
borhood poor, is rebuilding 
them for marketable proper­ 
ty Mrs Procope obtained a 
$3-million builders’ risk pol­ 
icy for the workers as well 
as workmen’s compensation 
coverage 


For the City’s Community 
Development Ag e n c y (an 
umbrella agency for Head 
Start. Family Day Care and 
other programs» she wrote a 
policy that includes through 
Blue Cross-Blue Shield medi­ 
cal and dental coverage with 
no commission from them at 
all 


"But,” she s ai d, "we 
found 
that 
the 
p e o p l e 
weren't using these benefits. 
They didn't know how to go 
about it.” 


The vivacious female dy­ 
namo decided to do a film 
to be shown at the various

agencies instructing the peo­ 
ple in those rights. And she 
did. She got Hugh Robert­ 
son, the black director who 
edited "Midnight Cowboy,” 
to do it. 


“ My husband helps a lot.' 
she said. "Because he is in 
rdvertising an d marketing 
he has creative ideas for my 
business. But, best of all. he 
lets me talk." 


Ernesta thinks the Ken­ 
nedy program has the best 
formula for taking people 
out of poverty. 
They plan 
to 
completely 
rehabilitate 
the area commercial!v and 


industrially 
The economic 
development will help black 
firms get started and open 
employment to people in the 
area.” 


She would like to get more 
business from the Fortune 
590s. "Being black is a door 
opener now,” she added. 
* but I have to come up with

And it's difficult to doubt 
that thi s piamst-turned-in- 
suranee-ladv will do j u s t 
that.

The pat­ 
tern. w o r k e d on circular 
needles throughout, is re­ 
peated at the yoke and bor­ 
der. 


The snug edging, quickly 
done on No. 6 needles, is the 
same simple KL P I K1 sts 
worked on sweater bottom, 
sleeves and along the button 
front closing. You'll work 
the entire body, pattern and 
all. on dp No. 29-inch circu­ 
lar needles. Even the sleeves 
are knit in the round. 


Now, the y o k e pattern, 
with its flattering semicir­ 
cular design, is worked back 
and forth on the circular 
needles. 


You don’t use bobbins for 
color changes, which is an-

knitting plus,

course. Rather, you wind

attern colors 
into small 
alls, and change colors on 
the wrong side.

to you. Both of your ques­ 
tions have easy answers and 
I'm always glad to help. 


First of all for the cording 
Just take f o u r times the 
kngth of the cord required, 
then tie the two ends to­ 
gether and put around a 
door-knob. Hold the wool by 
the other end and twist until 
the entire length is firm and 
even Now tie the end in the 
hand to the door knob and 
hold it by the middle. Let 
it hang and twist itself dou­ 
ble, smoothing it out where 
necessary. To make a heavy 
cord, which you probably 
won’t need for your vest, use 
several s t r a n d s in each 
length. 


The tassels are even sim­ 
pler. Wind the wool around 
a piece of cardboard the 
length of tassel required and 
as thick as you wish. Tie 
firmly through one end. slip 
from the card and wind the 
wool several times around 
the loops a little way from 
the top. Now slip the thread 
up through the top of the 
tassel to fasten it. Cut the 
threads evenly and there you 
have it. Attach the tassels to 
the cord

Cold weather 
slows fishing

OCEAN FISHING 
There has not been much change in the ocean fishing 
picture. Checking in at Port San Luis we found few boats 
had been out, partially due to heavy seas and cold 
mornings. 
The party boat ABC is being overhauled and should be 
ready for rock codding about the middle of the month A 
few boats are going out from Morro Bay, but the San 
Simeon operation has not yet opened up. There will 
probably be a party boat running in the early spring 
There is some action at Santa Barbara, with boats going 
out daily. According to all reports they are doing well As 
the season progresses we hope to cover activities towards 
the southern edges of Santa Barbara County. 
Surf fishing also very quiet, about the only local spots 
with any action is Guadalupe Beach, where fish are being 
taken on incoming tide. The best bait here, we find, is the 
ever-useful clam. Mussels are also excellent, if they can be 
found. 
No reports on any steelhead being taken in the surf off 
any of the local creeks. However the season is still a bit 
early, and by the end of the month they should be showing 
up 
The Fish and Game Commission took action with regard 
to doing away with a limit on albacore One of the 
commissioners has made himself very clear on the subject. 
In fact he voted for a limit, but on reflection he apparently 
reversed his thinking, realizing that the only way to stop the 
sale of sports fish by money hungry sportsmen is a rigorous 
enforcement of the law This can only be accomplished 
through cooperation of sportsmen and party boat operators, 
so this coming year will probably see action in this 
direction. 
FRESHWATER FISHING 
Due to mechanical troubles, we have not had our weekly 
letter from Nacimiento Lake. However, they had little to 
report by phone Cold nights and early mornings held 
anglers to a minimum, and the only activity was with the 
black bass Most other fish had gracefully retired for a 
winter siesta, or until the water warms up. 
Lopez Lake still the main center of activity, both with 
bass up to four pounds, and limits of trout The shore 
anglers working around the launching ramp areas are 
seemingly doing best. Over the holidays there were two 
heavy plants. So with the reduced limit and light pressure, 
there should be plenty of fish 
Some of the best trout fishing in the central coastal area 
is now being had at Lake Cachuma With its weekly 
alternate stocking by the DFG and outside interests, its 
affording plenty of sport for both bank and boat fishermen. 


Bass fishing is also good with many limits. Plastic worms 
and lead head jigs are amongst the best lures. The trout 
have been running large, with some fish going over four 
pounds They are hitting on eggs and floating bait 
Casitas Lake was greatly benefited by the ram, and is 
now also a top performer for both bass and trout. This lake 
also is getting a weekly plant that will pay off later The 
fishing pressure in the winter months is not too heavy The 
fish are not being taken out soon as planted, as is often the 
case The trout will have more time to get acclimatized to 
the lake and locate themselves in different parts of the 
water before the heavy summer pressure is applied 
Immediate measures are required to ensure continued 
survival of California endangered fish and wildlife. This 
was reported by the DFG in a report on the status of the 
state’s endangered and rare wildlife, submitted in response 
to the California Species Preservation Act of 1970 This 
report, an inventory of threatened birds, mammals, fish, 
amphibia, and reptiles, was transmitted by the Director to 
Governor Reagan It included recommendations, and will 
be submitted biennially. 
In releasing the document, Director Ray Arnett strongly 
urged that public funds be provided to place under public 
stewardship those habitat areas critical to these animals, 
and to support the necessary programs of protection and 
management Without public interest and support, Arnett 
said, many of these life forms may disappear forever 
He went on to point out that the state's game and sport 
fish have become the most carefully tended and conserved 
of all natural resources since the first protective fish and 
game laws were enacted in 1901 Their protection and 
management is due to the hundreds of million dollars 
sportsmen have willingly provided through license fees and 
taxes on sporting equipment. 
43 species of animals, 19 endangered and 24 rare, are 
listed in the report 
Due no doubt to the cooperation of the Department of 
Fish and Game and the Department of Water Resources, 
the sports take of salmon for 1971 is one of the best on 
record. It’s at least as good as, and probably better than, 
the 184,000 salmon taken in 1970. third best in history The 
total catch for Iasi year, including 5.5 million pounds of 
king salmon, and 1.5 million pounds of silvers, is close to 
the 20 year average for the fishery. 
Nearly 3,700 salmon returned to the Feather River 
Hatchery and were spawned during the year, and about 9

Calvin Hill's goals 
changed since age 9

(U PI)- Its pretty 
much common practice in a lot of schools 
Particularly in the lower grades. 
The teacher, trying to get to know her 
eight or nine-year-old pupils a little better, 
especially at the beginning of a new term, 
frequently will ask each one what he or she 
wishes to be when he or she grows up 
That’s the way it happened with Calvin 
Hill, the Dallas Cowboys’ bright, articulate 
running back, when he was back in third 
grade in Baltimore 
“ ... And you. Calvin." his teacher 
addressed him. "what would you like to be 
when you grow up?"

States," 
promptly replied nine-year-old Calvin Hill 
The answer stopped Calvin Hill’s third 
grade 
teacher. 
Temporarily, 
anyway 
Calvin Hill s third-grade teacher was 
black, the same as Calvin Hill He could do 
one of two things. He could accept that 
answer, let it go by without further 
comment or he could explain a few facts of 
life to his ambitious new nine-year-old He 
chose the tougher course, the second one

president, 
recalled 24-year-old Yale-bred 
Calvin Hill here Monday on the New 
Orleans Saints’ practice field, which is

"I suppose," Hill went on. "that was 
really the first time I became aware of any 
difference because of color I still look 
back on that as the lowest point in my life I 
was pretty dejected there for a few weeks 
Real down, you know what I mean?"

"Pretty much the same thing my teacher 
told me. he said "Then again there may 
be some small chance for today’s third 
grader because 30 or 40 years from now 
things could be different i suppose. I just 
hope this nation is here 30 or 40 years from 
now You read about the fall of the Roman 
Empire and there are some remarkable 
parallels with our society of today. I hope 
things will work out " 


While on the subject of presidents. Hill 
disclosed that neither he nor any of the 
other Dallas players was especially upset 
about Richard Nixon telephoning Miami 
Coach Don Shula the other night and 
offering him advice on how to beat the 
Cowboys. 


"He has to do something to get his mind 
off his problems." said Hill "It obviously 
was not a case of political expediency 
because I think he’s going to need those 
votes in Texas later He just did what he 
did as a football fan I read the whole thing 
like everyone else but did not editorialize 
on it."

WASHINGTON - (NEA) 
—There is a gun dealer in 
the suburbs of this town who 
boasts his store handles “ ev­ 
erything from BB pistols to 
howitzers.” But when a cus­ 
tomer wants something in 
between, and has only a few 
dollars to pay for it. the 
dealer brings out an Ameri­ 
can-manufactured, .22 cali­ 
ber, snub-nosed, pearl ( plas­ 
tic) grip, blue-finished, pro­ 
fessional-looking revolver. 


“ It’s only 
10 bucks.” he 
says, “we sell a lot of them 


Undeniably, the d e a l e r 
does sell a tot of them. And 
a lot more dealers like him 
sell a lot more revolvers like 
them More than one million, 
cheap, unreliable and lethal 
pieces of handgun junk are 
sold in the nation every year. 


Sportsmen seldom buy the 
things 
Collectors have no 
use for them, either. Most 
often the shoddy weapons go 
across the counter to high- 
risk people — that is, peo­ 
ple 
whose 
only 
need 
of 
weapons is at best question­ 
able 
and otherwise 
suspi­ 
cious. 
Among the latter group, 
sadly, are a good many crim ­ 
inals 
The cheap guns used to be 
known as Suicide Specials 
That was back in the era 
when production of cheap 
pistols rarely exceeded 50- 
60.000 a year, and the soci­ 
etal concern was that they 
were being used in half the 
nation’s suicide attempts 
Now the flimsy handguns 
are called, by police. Satur­ 
day Night Specials, mostly 
because they are responsible 
for a growing proportion of 
Am erica’s crimes 
The 
FBI 
reports 
that 
armed robbery increased 198 
per cent between 1964 and 
1970. The bureau says the 
use of firearms in assaults 
increased 167 per cent in the 
same period. It also believes 


that more than half of the 
U.S. murders (in 1970 there 
were 
an 
estimated 
15.810 
homicides) 
are committed 
with handguns. 


There are. admittedly, no 
reliable statistics on the qual­ 
ity or the cost of the weap­ 
ons involved in the nation’s 
violent crimes. But many ex­ 
perienced police officials be­ 
lieve cheap guns are in pre­ 
ponderance. 
‘‘They’re 
the 
modern 
equivalent of zip- 
guns,” says a New York de­ 
tective. “ I’ve seen them for 
sale for $5-6. That's a couple 
day’s lunch 
money 
for a 
school kid. And 
it makes 
weapons available to anyone. 
Think of it, for $5-6 any bum 
can 
arm 
himself 
to 
the 
teeth.” 
The thought of it, indeed, 
is numbing. But it is not all 
that surprising. Not in Amer­ 
ica where prolific gun owner­ 
ship has been a traditional 
' many 
say 
constitutional) 
right. Some authorities esti­ 
mate there is one gun for 
every man. woman and child 
in the nation. And even more 
careful guesses, such as that 
by the National Commission 
on 
the 
Causes 
and 
P re­ 
vention of Violence, indicate 
there are more than 90 mil­ 
lion weapons in America lo­ 
cated in a possible 60 million 
homes 
Yet even in this gun-ori­ 
ented society, the phenomen­ 
al growth of cheap handgun 
sales is alarming Americans 
are currently buying $10-$30 
pistols at the rate of 3,500 
a day. This is a 20-fold in­ 
crease m sales in the past 
decade. And most Americans 
who 
are 
aware of 
the situ­ 
ation are alarmed. Even the 
hard opponents of gun con­ 
trol. 
of which 
there 
are 
legions, are disgusted by the 
ready availability of cheap 
revolvers in this time of en­ 
vironmental panic: the Na­ 
tional Rifle Association, long 
a critic of laws barring gun 
ownership, refuses to accept 
the advertisement of cheap

guns in its magazine, and 
numerous sportsm en’s clubs 
have passed resolutions con­ 
demning S a t u r d a y Night 
Specials. 
Ironically, while few would 
thus oppose regulatory laws 
against cheap guns, it was a 
regulatory law which put the 
literal boom in the cheap gun 
business. The federal Gun 
Control Act of 1968 was de­ 
signed to prohibit the im­ 
portation of any firearms not 
“ particularly 
suitable” 
for 
sporting use. However, the 
law said nothing about the 
domestic 
manufacture 
of 
guns not ‘‘particularly suit­ 
able” for sporting use. So 
gunmakers, 
fraught 
with 
American ingenuity, simply 
began importing cheap gun

Lome Greene and 
the eternal Bonanza 


H O L L Y W O O D -(N EA ) - 
Psychologists 
have 
had a 
good time analyzing the suc­ 
cess of NBC’s Bonanza. Does 
the Ponderosa represent the 
womb? Is Ben Cartright the 
eternal father figure? Are 
Hoss and Little Joe the men 
most men would like to be? 


It’s possible that, subcon­ 
sciously, the audience feels 
the answers to those ques­ 
tions are positive. But the 
people who work on the long- 
running series have no such 
aims in mind. They are sole­ 
ly interested in turning out 
program s that attract view­ 
ers. It’s a job of work, not a 
psychological exercise. 


Lome Greene, Bonanza’s 
fatherly Ben, is an actor. Al­ 
though he started out as a 
newscaster in Canada, he 
made the transition a long 
time ago. To him, and to the 
others in the company, the 
show is successful because it 
tells good stories, and tells 
them well. 


And he still enjoys doing it. 
He says he m ade his peace 
when the series first started. 
“ After the first 16 shows,” 
he says, “ I went to David 
Dortort (the producer then, 
and now) and I said I wanted 
out. We had done 16 shows, 
and all I was saying was ‘Get 
off my land’ and quoting the 
Bible, which was how the 
part was written then. 
“ So they wrote a show for 
me, and from then on it has 
been fine. I said to myself 
that if the show lasted a half­ 
season, beautiful. If it lasted 
a 
full 
season, 
beautiful. 
Three years b e a u t i f u l . 
Twenty years beautiful.” 
It has been beautiful now 
for 13 years. And it has made

him—and Mike Landon and 
Dan Blocker—as well known 
as 
any 
actors 
anywhere. 
There isn't a place on the 
globe where he can go and 
not be immediately recog­ 
nized. 
That loss of anonymity is 
a problem “ but it goes with 
the job.” He thought that he 
had perhaps found a place 
where he wasn't known, a 
year or so back, when he 
went to Russia. 
One day, he and his wife 
were touring the 
Kremlin 


and he stopped to adm ire a 
display of beautiful old weap­ 
ons. Suddenly, he found him­ 
self surrounded by a group 
of tourists, speaking a lan­ 
guage he didn't recognize 
and thrusting pieces of p a­ 
per at him and demanding, 
“ Autogram! A utogram !” 


His Intourist guide — the

Romanian. And Bonanza is 


big in Romania, as well as 
Poland and Yugoslavia, al­ 
though it isn’t seen in Russia 
itself. 


Greene says there was an 
interesting footnote to that 
experience Because of it, his 
guide found out he was a 
“ big star from Hollywood." 
and consequently arranged 
for him to visit Russia’s film 
studios. 


One man. a director, kept 
staring at him. and finally 
unloosed a torrent of Rus­ 
sian 
Greene’s 
guide 
ex­ 
plained that the director was 
about to do a film about John 
Reed, an American writer 
who elected to live in Russia. 
And the director wanted to 
know if Greene would con­ 
sider playing the lead. 


He couldn’t, of course, but 
he thinks it would have been 
a fascinating experience to 
make a film in Russia. 


That was before Bonanza 
cut down—as all shows have 
cut down—from 34 shows an­ 
nually to 26. Maybe the way 
things are now he could have 
done it. He’s able to do things 
outside the series—such as 
his recent triumph in “ The 
Harness.” 


Greene enjoyed that tre ­ 
mendously, and it whetted 
his appetite for more of the 
same, and more other things, 
too. 
“ There’s still so much I 
want to do,” he says. “ I’d 
like a Broadway musical, for 
the experience of it.

The dark world of Irving Margolis 
26 years, five days a week, 
everyone of them a risk

NEW YORK — (N E A ) - 
When Irving Margolis began 
selling newspapers on the 
streets of the city. 26 years 
ago, he believed generally 
in the quality of man 
He had to 
He was blind. 


There was no choice but 
to trust his customers and 
the society around.. 


S i n c e then, h o w e v e r , 
g r o w n older harshly, the 
man's faith in human nature 
has declined. In a quarter 
century of peddling papers, 
the sightless, helpless ven­ 


dor has been cheated ‘‘out of 
everything but my socks.” 


Petty t h i e v e s in white 
shirts and ties pick up his 
p a p e r s w i t h o u t paying 
Small-time c h i s e 1 e r s give 
him dollar bills and demand 
change for $10s. Groups of 
marauding thugs reach into 
his apron for the quarters 
and half-dollars. Punk kids 
get their kicks by building 
small fires in the middle of 
bis merchandise. 


“Every dav,” he says, “I 
go through the same risks. I 
got to get up real early— 
about 4:30 at least— because, 
if I don’t get down 
here 


right away, somebody will 
walk off with 
my 
n e w s 
bundles. Then all day long 
1 got to suffer through all 
these creeps who come along 
and drop pennies (instead 
of 10-cent p i e c e s ) in my 
bucket.” And. finally, even 
when he goes home at night, 
it’s not safe. “Sometimes the 
bums will lay in wait for me, 
to rob whatever I earned for 
the day.” 


The old man shakes his 
head at the telling. 
“What a world,” he says, 
“what a world." 


The dark world of 68-year- 
old Irving Margolis is con­ 


fined to a few blocks of un­ 
lovely lower Manhattan. His 
newsstand is at the corner 
of 
Lafayette 
and 
Bleeker 
and his home, a small flat, is 
a few minutes away. He lives 
alone, unmarried He works 
alone, without help. His life 
is melancholy and shabby 
and sad. * 


It wasn’t always so. In his 
youth he was a movie projec­ 
tionist and something of an 
adventurer. He believed in 
causes, had ambitions. And 
in 1936, he volunteered for 
the Spanish civil war. “The 
Sixth International Infantry 
Brigade, 
he 
says, 
proud 


even now. showing a photo 
of himself in uniform. He 
was 
blinded 
shortly 
after 
the photo was taken. It was 
on the Aragon front, he savs, 
in 
September of 1937. 
A 
shell went off. And so did 
the light in his eyes 
In some ways, p e r h a p s, 
though cruel to say, it is bet­ 
ter that Mr. Margolis can’t 
see his world of today. It is 
a hideous s i g h t . Garbage 
overfills the street cans and 
f e e d s the bellies of home­ 
less dogs. Totally destroyed 
winos are sprawled out on 
the stoops of decayed tene­ 
ment buildings. F a c e l e s s , 
voiceless, mannerless people 


rush in and out of an endless 
string of dilapidated doors. 


But though Margolis isn’t 
witness to the crud around, 
he feels it. and this feeling 
often takes the form of b ru­ 
tality ‘‘One time a couple of 
guys came in my stand and 
wanted my money. 1 said 1 
didn’t have any money and 
they got mad. They threw 
my papers in the street and 
ripped my stand apart. Then 
one of the guys grabbed me 
around the arms and held on 
while the other one hit me 
and beat me up.”

There's still magic in That Old Magic, even after TV

NEW YORK - (NEA) 
\ audeville as big-time en­ 
tertainment is long dead and 


all but forgotten, but one 
part of it is alive, kicking 
and threatening immortality 
—-at children’s b i r t h d a y 
parties if nowhere else.

The something is magic, 
prestidigitation, 1 e g e i d e- 
main. G o n e are the a rt’s 
golden days when Thurston 
and The Great Blackstone 
traveled around the world 
with an entourage of assist­ 
ants, chorus girls and sev­ 
eral train cars filled with 
boxes, beasts and yards of 
colorful silk. The days are 
gone but not forgotten 
To be called onstage to a s­ 
sist Rlackstone, the master 
magician with the shock of 
white, wavy hair, was the 
dream of every youngster 
who saw his show.* I should 
know. I was 8 when the 
m aster called on me to hold 
a rabbit that had just m ate­ 
rialized from somewhere or 
another. 
Whispering direc­ 
tions to me he changed the 
rabbit to a box of candy 
and sent me home w i t h 
sweets, rabbit and a little 
book of tricks that filled my 
mind with visions of becom­ 
ing a professional magician. 
I would h a v e , too, if it 
hadn’t been for a former 
vaudoviilian who, 10 years 
a f t e r I saw Blackstone, 
pulled me aside after w it­ 
nessing my own illusion act 
and said, “ You’re great, kid, 
but the magic business is no 
life for you The golden age 
of magic is over.” 
I heeded his advice and 
went off to college to become 
a journalist. Top hats, black 
tables and silk scarves were 
packed away in a corner of 


the basement, but never for­ 
gotten. 
The sparks were rekindled 
recently when I sat on the 
wrong side of the footlights 
in Madison Square G arden’s 
Felt Forum and witnessed 
an evening of m a g i c and 
sorcery. 
As 21-year-old Colin Rose, 
a British magician, pulled 
flaming 
torches 
from 
no­ 
where, I plimptomzed m y­ 
self onto the s t a g e once 
again. 
When the amazing H a n d i- 
on escape artist who is the 
closest there is to Houdini’s 
successor -slipped out of a 
straitjacket 
while 
hanging 
upside down from the raft­ 
ers, I rem em bered the sweat 
and struggle of learning to 
escape from one. I practiced 
wriggling out of such a m ani­ 
acal contraption for more 
than a year before gaining 
a semblance of proficiency— 
end 1 used a trick jacket. 
Randi’s w a s real, as was 
Houdini’s before him. 
“The thing about magic 
today,” Randi said, “ is that 
too many people are depend­ 
ing on pretty laquered boxes 
and fancy gim m icks.” 
And there is no question 
about the fact that much of 
the glamor and mystery that 


once surrounded magic are 
gone. Youngsters daily see 
planes and helicopters fly­ 
ing. Push a button and your 
garage door goes up, push 


another for i n s t a n t fire. 
Twist a small knob on a big 
box 
and—abracadabra—ap­ 
pears a color picture on your 
television screen. 
Is it any wonder that to­ 
day’s 8-year-old may do little 
more t h a n watch politely 
when a cape-clad magician 
makes an Oriental princess 
float across the stage0 


All is not bleak, however, 
for magic today. Most fun- 
lcvmg kids can count on a 
card trick from jovial Uncle 
Harry who stops by the local 
magic shop every once in 
awhile. And there are thou­ 
sands of high school and col­ 
lege students who, for a $5 
to $50 fee will amaze PTAs, 
Cub Shouts or customers at 
the local shopping center. 
(In 1954, I started out by 
charging 50 cents for a per­ 
formance.) 


Some of today’s y o u n g 
magicians are barely passa­ 
ble, others outshine some of 
the 
best known 
profession­ 
als. I knew a boy in the Mid­ 
west who was legally blind, 
but 
performed 
sleight 
of 
hand tricks with cards and 
coins that would put most 
professionals to shame. 


These young semiprofes- 
sionals will help keep the art 
of magic alive — and kids 
quiet at a birthday party 
too. They spend many thou­ 
sands of dollars each year 
on their apparatus, though 
it seems there are fewer 


magic shops than ever. 
Houdim. T h u r s t o n and 
Blackstone are g o n e . But 
Richiardi Jr., a magician 
from Peru, is alive and danc­ 
ing, literally singing his way 
through his mystifying act, 
parts of which w e r e per­ 
formed by his father and his 
grandfather before him. 


With the finesse of a m ata­ 
dor he c a u s e s disappear­ 
ances and levitations. Clad 
in white for his piece de re­ 
sistance he saws a woman in 
half with a huge, circular 
buzz saw' — and invites the 
audience onstage to bear wit­ 
ness to his gory feat. One 
New York reviewer raved 
that Richiardi is such a styl­ 
ist “ that one tends to watch 
his stuff through a glass 
brightly, one distinctly sees, 
and even smells, his magical 
moves.” 


So, lovers of legerdemain, 
lament the passing of the 
magical extravaganzas, But 
also rejoice. For the Rich- 
iardis, vanishing m asters of 
the art; for the youngsters 
who will still amaze you for 
a nominal tee, but most of 
all, rejoice for the Uncle 
Harrys who will always offer 
a card trick or other bit of 
h o c u s pocus to brighten 
those ever-so-dull days. 
I guess my real dream as 
a magician won t come true 
until Fm an Uncle Harry, 
too. 


pie in the news v e n d o r’s 
world, but, in a less physical 
way, from the officials as 
well. 
Margolis says, for exam­ 
ple, he has requested police 
help on a num ber of occa­ 
sions but received none: “I 
rem em ber I was robbed of 
$10 a few years ago. Some 
bum snatched the bill out of 
my hand. Well, there was 
this 
police car, with two 
cops in it. right at the cor­ 
ner. Some people who saw 
the robbery yelled at the 
cops to help. I yelled, too. 
Catch that man,’ I said. But 
the cops didn’t even get out 
to run, they stayed in their 
car and drove off. I don’t 
know if they chased the thief 
or not—but I never saw the 
cops again or the $10." 
And even the city itself 
has apparently been part of 
this blind m an’s brutal wor­ 
ries. He says New York au- 
t h o r 11 1 e s have forever ig­ 
nored his plea ("Actually, 
I’ve b e e n d o w n on my 


knees ’) for an electric hook­ 
up at his newsstand. Without 
it he has, for 26 years, had 
no heat in the winter. ‘‘Oh, I 
tried an oil burner once, but 
the fumes made me sick. Be­ 
sides, th ere’s too much dan­ 
ger of fire. I keep telling the 
city this. I keep asking and 
asking for the electricity. 
But this year, like e v e r y 
other year, I will freeze to 
death again." 
And so it goes in the 
world of I r v i n g Margolis. 
Y e s t e r d a y , today, and he 
thinks: "Probably ’til I die.” 
Young people laugh at the 
cotton in his eyes. Huffy 
women complain he is too 
slow. Business types act as 
though he doesn’t exist. 
Plunk. Another coin in the 
b u c k e t . 
A 
dime? Or 
a 
penny0 
T w e n t y-six y e a r s . Five 
days a week. And all alone. 
C l e a r l y , the old man is 
shackled with the worst kind 
of blindness— he has seen al­ 
most everything but joy.

Building up 


There’s certainly been a swirl of 
building activity lately in county 
areas. 
Now the figures are in from the 
County Building Department testi­ 
fying to the resurgence of construc­ 
tion, during 1971, marking a spirited 
comeback over the laggard pace 
clocked in 1970 
Valuation 
of 
building 
permits 
taken out in the county’s unincor­ 
porated 
areas 
in 
1971 
reached 
$46,785,100. 
That’s 18-million over the 1970 
figure, which had plunged to a 
modern era low of $28,823.000 
The 1971 total, which includes 
$34,800,000 invested in housing units, 
including 855 single-family homes, 
was reached thanks to a phenomenal 
m i d - s u m m e r 
m o n t h , 
wh e n 
$11.500,000 valuation was tallied in 
permits taken out in the single 
month of July 
The 1971 pace points the way back 
to the big years prior to 1964 when 
valuations began to plummet after 
record 
years 
of 
more 
than 
$70,000.000 in valuations in 1962 and 
1963. 


It 
w o u l d 
t a k e 
a n o t h e r 
“ Vandenberg” to return to the big 
years of ‘62 and ‘63. but optimists in 
county building circles see 1972 as 
likely to be another fine year in the 
building industry, as the economic 
climate in the county, state and 
nation 
appears 
brighter, 
with 
political candidates from President 
Nixon 
on 
down, 
determined 
to 
improve 
the 
economy 
in 
this 
election year 


As Goleta Valley goes, so goes the 
county. 


This swarming, 
unincorporated 
area — biggest in the state, — 
accounts regularly for from half to 
two-thirds of the entire building 
volume in the county areas year 
after year. 
In 1971, Goleta Valley permit 
valuations totaled $22,500,000. 


This was in excess of $10,000,000 
more than the 1970 Goleta Valley 
figures. 
That's well over half of the total 
increase registered in the county 
areas in 1971 over 1970. 


In 1967 and 1968 Goleta Valley’s 
permit valuations comprised almost 
two-thirds of the county totals. 
The early part of 
1972 finds 
tremendous new projects in the 
wings, 
both 
com m ercial 
and 
residential. 


Petan Co. is bidding for a huge, 
850-unit second home development 
on the Alisal Ranch in Santa Ynez 
Valley, seen as forerunner of other 
rural area developments. 
More lots in the $100.000 and up 
class in the old Hollister Ranch west 
of Gaviota are being taken. 


Preliminary plans for large new 
s i n g l e - f a m i l y 
and 
mu l t i p l e 
residential tracts in Goleta Valley 
are on file, with Carpmteria Valley 
also entering into what looks like a 
boom period not so far behind the 
dynamic pace in Goleta Valley. 


With more “ smokeless industry” 
moving into Goleta Valley, its only 
reasonable to presume developers 
are not far behind In fact, many of 
them are in ahead of the new 
developments on the way.

Some months ago staff officials 
warned that there would be a drop in 
attendance and hence a loss of about 
$400.000 or more hovering on the 
economic horizon
